northeastern  part  of  the  country. 

A  "second  wave"  team  is  join¬ 
ing  the  two-member  assessment 
team  that  arrived  on  March  12, 
said  Jeff  Palmer,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Baptist  Global 
Response  (BGR)  international 
relief  and  development  organiza¬ 
tion,  told  Baptist  Press  March  18.

ASENDABO,  Ethiopia  (BP) 
-  Muslims  have  killed  at  least 
one  Christian  and  wounded 
several  others  in  anti-Christian 
violence  in  western  Ethiopia, 
according  to  International 
Christian  Concern  (ICC),  an 
organization  that  helps  perse¬ 
cuted  Christians  worldwide, 
t  ICC  also  is  reporting  that 
Muslims  have  burned  down 
69  church  buildings,  30 
Christian  homes,  a  Bible 
school,  a'  Christian  orphan¬ 
age,.  and  a  church  office.  The 
anti-Christian  attacks  started 
March  2  after  Muslims 
allegedly  accused  Christians 
ot  desecrating  the  Quran,  the 
Islamic  holy  book,  and  vio¬ 
lence  continues  to  affect  resi¬ 
dents  of  die  area. 

During  the  initial  days  of 
the  attacks  3,000  Christians 
were  displaced.  ICC  reports 
those  numbers  now  have 
climbed  to  10,000. 

^Although  Ethiopian 

Orthodox  churches  are  pre¬

Christian  found  dead 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  Qamar  David,  a  Pakistani 
Christian  serving  a  life  sentence  for  blasphemy  against  Islam, 
was  found  dead  in  his  Karachi  jail  cell  on  March  fe.  David,  in 
prison  since  2002,  was  sentenced  for  allegedly  sending 
derogatory  text  messages  about  the  Prophet  Mohammad, 
though  his  lawyer  maintains  that  the  charges  were  motivated 
by  a  business  rivalry.  He  was  55  years  old  and  the  father  of 
four  sons.  Authorities  report  that  he  died  of  a  heart  attadc,  but 
it  is  widely  suspected  that  he  was  murdered  by  radical 
Muslims  who,  in  recent  months,  have  sought  by  violent 
means  to  defend  Pakistan's  controversial  blasphemy  laws. 
David  is  the  most  recent  in  a  mounting  toll  of  Pakistani 
deaths  this  year  related  to  blasphemy.  In  January,  Salman 
Taseer,  governor  of  Punjab,  was  shot  by  one  of  his  body¬ 
guards  who  was  angry  about  Taseer's  opposition  to  the  blas¬ 
phemy  laws.  Taseer,  a  Muslim,  had  come  to  the  defense  of 
Asia  Bibi,  a  Christian  mother  of  five,  who  was  sentenced  to 
death  by  hanging  for  blasphemy  in  November  2010.  Her  con¬ 
tinuing  imprisonment  has  attracted  international  concern.  On 
March  2,  Shahbaz  Bhatti,  a  Roman  Catholic  and  (he  only 
Christian  member  of  Pakistan's  cabinet,  was  shot  dead  dur¬ 
ing  an  ambush  by  gunmen  in  Islamabad.  He  had  received 
numerous  death  threats  over  his  efforts  to  reform  the  blas¬ 
phemy  laws.  He  had  courageously  and  outspokenly  defied 
(he  threats.  Also  this  year  in  Pakistan,  10  Sufis  were  murdered 
for  their  religious  heterodoxy  and  a  Sunni  Muslim  man  was 
killed  by  someone  who  had  accused  him  of  blasphemy. 
Pakistan's  blasphemy  laws  only  apply  to  alleged  offenses 
against  Islam;  no  other  religions'  are  similarly  protected.  The 
laws  neither  define  blasphemy  nor  provide  measures  to  pro¬ 
tect  those  who  are  falsely  accused,  inviting  abuses  and  raise 
accusations  frequently  motivated  by  personal  grudges,  prop¬ 
erty  disputes,  or  religious  intolerance. 


Meanwhile,  a  report  by  the 
Turkish  Association  of 
Protestant  Churches  contends 
that  harassment  continues  to  be 
a  daily  problem  in  that  country 
for  Protestant  Christians  and 
churches  in  the  country. 

Discrimination,  slander, 
and  attacks  against  churches 
in  Turkey  were  among  the 
examples  of  ongoing  harass¬ 
ment  in  2010,  according  to  a 
March  15  Compass  Direct 
news  story  on  the  report  by 
the  association's  Committee 
for  Religious  Freedom  and 
Legal  Affairs. 

Turkish  laws  and  "negative 
attitudes  of  civil  servants" 
continue  to  make  it  nearly 
impossible  for  non-Muslims 
to  establish  pl>ces  of  worship, 
according  to  the  committee's 
eight-page  report  released 
earlier  this  year.  Three  church¬ 
es  faced  legal  problems  last 
year  regarding  their  build¬ 
ings,  according  to  the  report. 

The  report  also  noted  that 
missionary  activities  are  still 
considered  a  national  threat 


despite  the  existence  of 
Turkish  laws  guaranteeing 
citizens  the  freedom  to  propa¬ 
gate  and  teach  their  faith,  and 
children  are  victims  of  dis¬ 
crimination  at  school. 

Though  Ttirkey's  Religious 
Education  General  Directorate 
for  Higher  Education  and 
Training  Committee  allows 
non-Muslim  students  '  to  stay 
out  of  religious  classes,  parents 
have  reported  cases  in  which 
they  were  not  able  to  take  their 
children  out  of  such  courses. 

The  Turkish  Association  of 
Protestant  Churches  estimates 
that  there  are  up  to  3,500 
Protestant  Christians  in  Turkey. 

The  threat  of  violence 
against  Christians  continues, 
with  Turkish  news  sources 
reporting  in  early  March  that 
Istanbul  police  arrested  two 
suspects,  ages  17  and  18, 
accused  of  plotting  to  assassi¬ 
nate  a  priest  on  the  European 
side  of  the  city. 

The  Istanbul  Public 
Prosecutor’s  Office  is  examin¬ 
ing  their  case.

done  it  For  instance,  have  you 
ever  gotten  in  your  car  and  dri¬ 
ven  down  the  road,  aware  of 
where  you  are  going  and  what 
is  going  on  around  you  and  at 
the  same  time  you  are  listening 
to  music  on  the  radio  and  pos¬ 
sibly  talking  on  the  phone? 
There  are  even  more  things 
on  for  some  people,  and 
are  paying  attention  to  all 
of  them  at  the  same  time. 

I  am  keenly  aware  of  the 
fact  that  there  are  distractions 
that  cause  wrecks  and  there 
are  overloads  that  can  take 
place  of  which  you  need  to  be 
aware.  While  a  dozen  things 
may  be  going  on  in  your 
mind  and  even  in  realms  far 
beyond  the  vehicle,  you  had 
better  keep  your  eyes  on  the 
road  and  your  thoughts  on 
driving.  Otherwise,  you  will 
become  a  statistic. 

As  a  child  of  God  growing 
in  the  Lord,  you  should 
become  more  absorbed  in  an 
unending  awareness  of  not 
only  Him  with  you,  but  you 
being  in  touch  with  Him. 

Secondly,  Paul  was 
attuned.  Time  and  again,  you 
can  see  that  fact  in  his  life  as  he 
interprets  the  things  that  are 
going  as  a  God  event  or  a  God 
moment.  Whether  it  is  the  sur¬ 
prise  opportunity  to  preach  on 


Mt<  , 
mon  into  the  late  night  hours 
where  a  young  man  goes  to 
sleep  ana  falls  out  of  a  win¬ 
dow,  his  farewell  gathering 
with  the  leaders  of  Ephesus,  or 
being  locked  up  in  prison 
because  of  his  preaching,  Paul 
saw  it  as  a  Goa  event.  Paul  saw 
every  one  of  those  moments  as 
God  doing  something  in  his 
life.  Those  events  became  a 
part  of  Kingdom  work. 

If  we  are  not  careful,  we  do 
the  opposite.  As  the  events  of 
a  day  unfold  we  recoil,  evalu¬ 
ate,  and  wonder;  "Why  is  this 
happening  to  me?"  It  almost 
becomes  an  away-from-God 
moment  rather  than  being  in 
the  moment  with  God.  To 
pray  without  ceasing  is  to 
stay  attuned  to  God  doing 
something  beyond  what  we 
can  see  or  understand. 

Finally,  Paul  was  always 
available.  -Regardless  of 
where  he  was,  what  was

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IMB  trustees  approve  Eliff  to  serve  as  new  president 


DALLAS  (BP  and  local 
reports)  —  By  a  unanimous  vote, 
Thomas  (Tom)  D.  E1M  was  elect¬ 
ed  International  Mission  Board 
(IMB)  president  March  16  by 
IMB  trustees  meeting  in  Dallas. 

Elliff,  67,  a  longtime  pastor; 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
leader,  and  former  missionary, 
will  lead  one  of  the  largest 
evangelical  missions  agencies 
in  an  era  of  rapid  change  at 
home  and  around  the  globe. 

The  greatest  mission  chal¬ 
lenges,  ne  said,  are  the  world's 
overwhelming  spiritual  lost¬ 
ness  and  the  urgency  of  mobi¬ 
lizing  churches  to  take  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  to  all  peoples. 
"We  must  realize  that  we're  in  a 
world  that  is  hostile  to  the  mes¬ 
sage  of  the  Gospel,  yet  there  are 
so  many  people  who  are  long¬ 
ing  to  hear.  That's  why  we 
must  go  to  the  uttermost  now. 

"Frankly,  I  think  we  live  in  a 
generation  of  students  who  are 
asking,  'Why  do  we  keep  hear¬ 
ing  about  these  unreached  peo¬ 
ple  groups?  Why  don't  we  just 
go  reach  them?'  I  believe  we  are 
s-’eing,  even  in  our  own  con¬ 
vention,  a  grounds  well  of  men 
and  women  of  all  ages  who 
have  the  heart  and  are  willing 
to  go  to  the  unreached  now." 

Addressing  questions  about 
his  own  age,  Elliff  added:  "I'm 
not  coming  as  an  'interim.'  I'm 
coming  with  a  vision,  and  I  will 
serve  as  long  as  God  gives  me

Elliff  succeeds  Jerry  Rankin 
as  president  of  the  mission 
board,  which  serves  Southern 
Baptists  and  the  5,000  mission¬ 
aries  drey  send  worldwide. 

Rankin,  a  native  of  Clinton 
and  Tupelo  and  a  member  of  Hall 
of  Fame  at  Mississippi  College  in 
Clinton,  retired  July  31,  2010, 
after  17  years  as  IMB  president 


of  Southern  Baptist  missions. 

"Having  known  Dr.  Tom 
Elliff  for  many  years,  I  can  tell

Rankin,  who  recruited  Elliff 
to  a  high-level  IMB  assign¬ 
ment  during  his  tenure,  said 
the  mission  board's  new  presi¬ 
dent  "brings  an  amazing  com¬ 
bination  of  qualities  to  the 
task.  He  has  a  deep  personal 
walk  with  the  Lord  that 
inspires  and  challenges  others. 
His  heart  for  missions  grows 
out  of  a  personal  calling.  His 
understanding  of  mission 
strategy  comes  from  years  of 
involvement  as  a  missionary, 
pastor,  and  senior  executive 
team  member  at  IMB. 

"He  has  great  communica¬ 
tion  skills,  genuine  passion  to 
reach  a  lost  world,  die  favor  and 
respect  of  missionaries  and  IMB 
staff,  and  he  is  well-connected 
with  the  churches  and  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  leadership." 

Bom  in  Texas,  Elliff  is  a 
fourth-generation  Oklahoman 
and  third-generation  pastor.  He 
served  with  his  wife  Jeannie  as 
a  missionary  to  Zimbabwe  in 
die  early  1980s.  They  resigned 
in  1983  after  their  daughter 
Beth  was  seriously  injured  in  a 
car  accident  there. 

He  was  twice  elected  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  in  1996  and  1997. 
He  has  led  several  .churches, 
including  First  Southern  Baptist 
Church  of  Del  City,  .Ok.,  where 
he  was  pastor  from  1985-2005. 

Elliff  then  served  as  IMB 
senior  vice  president  for  spiritu¬ 
al  nurture  and  church  relations 
from  2005-09.  In  that  role,  he 
taught  and  counseled  missionar¬ 
ies  and  helped  mobilize  church¬ 
es  throughout  the  convention  for 
missions  involvement. 

Since  then,  he  has  led  Living 
in  The  Word  Publications.
